The United Nations Sectirity 
Council last week opened an 
historie debate on the ASiddle 
Bast, with a special emphasis on 
the righf of the Palestinian peopl? 
to inde pende nee and sovereignty 
in their homelandright ürro- 
gantly vioiated by Zionist Israël. 

hi the following Comment, 
Farouk Kaddoumi, head of the 
Palestina Liberation Organiza* 
thm's [PLO) politieel department 
and chairman of its U.N. dvlega- 
(ion, discusses the history of the 
Palestinian struggle, reiteratmg 
the desire of the Palestinian 
people "to tead an independent, 
productiue and peaceful life.” 

The Security Council ’s debatc 
on the Middle East is prodïeaied 
upon certain recognized facls; 
that peace will not prevail in the 
Middle East until the Palestihiati 
people rf Uae their natkma] 
rights, in luding repatriation, 
si lf-determ nation and iudepen- 
d nee in Palestine; that Falestin- 
ian particjpalion in United Na- 
liotift' efforts ieadiop towntJ 
peace is absolute iy indispérisable 
and that, accordingly, the Pales- 
line Liberation Organi^aünn 
IPLO), which is internationally 
recognized as the legitimate 
representative of the Palestinian 
people, was asked and is now 
participating in the current dellb- 
erations of the Council; and that 
the contïnuing stalomate in the 
Middle East, caused by the 
Zionist insïstence on frusLrating 
the internationally recognized 
natiooal rights of the Palestinian 
people, will lead to yel another 
conflict, 

There is no question lhat peace 
in the Middle East is threaiened: 
that previous agreements, based 
upon an incomplete and inade¬ 
quate frame work and principles, 
which brought the fourth Middle 
East war to a k,emporary cessa- 
tion, have demonstrated their 
linltatjons; and that what is 
re^uired now is a comprehensivc 
set of principles and a frame werk 
that would constitule the bases 
leading to the complete with- 
drawal of Israëli forces from all 
A ab lands and to the implemen-

(Reston, Va.) - The stubbom 
refusal to accept and respond to 
the basic economie and socia! 
motivattons of hu man behavior 
blocked any real forward thrust at 
the First National Minority Con¬ 
ference on Human Experimenta- 
tion, several West CobsI Confer¬ 
ence participants have Lold THE 
BLACK PANTHER, 

As a result. these participants 
asstrted. the Conference, while 
developing certain reformist safe- 
guards against experimentation 
abtises, falled to take the most 
responsible position av ai lab Ie — 
ihis is, a caVI, in Lhe interest of 
protecting the lives of innocent 
victims, to abandon all human 
expedmentation untL! such time 
as its functioning can be truly 
controlled by the community at 
large, 

Attended by over 200, the highly 
touted Conference, held here 
January 7 and 8, was sponsored 
by the National Urhan Coalition 
and financed by an $85,000 grant 
from the National Commission for 
the Protecüon of Human Sabjeqts 
of Bïomedicat and Bchavjoral 
Research, 

This Commission, established 
by Congress in July, 1974, in the 
wake of growing public outcry 


against human experiméntatioti 
abuses, is in the last year of its 
twn-year marufate to make recom- 
mendattons to the «ecrotary of 
the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare (H ËW) on a 
broEid range of social research 
issues.

Typieally, the fine OCS pro- 
duction was conceived and en- 
acted by the children themselves, 
who showed l>y their obvions 
enthusiasm ihat they were very 
proud to share their vision of Dr. 
King's ’'Dream" with the packed 
and itorium audience, 

The show was opened by the 
entire student body of the OCS 
who sang "Come Along To A 
New Creation,” setting the mood 
for the afternooon program. 

Student» from the Oakland 
Community Learning Center AI1 
Open Martial Arts Pogram fol- 
lowed with exdting and g race f ui 
demonstrations of martial arts 
teehniques. The au die nee was 
thrilled and enterlained when the 
studenlH went through the move- 
ments of slow-motion sparring, 

Noxt, young Alisha Keyes, 
Ctevéland Williams and Damon 
rfackson sang "The Raitle of 
Birmingham,” a solemn memO- 
rial to the four youhg girls 
bombed to death in a Birming- 
ham church by White racists on 
September 15, 1963,

Nest, the skits began — the 
favorite portión of all OCS 
performances. Al! of the skits 
centered around the theme of 
honoring the late Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., and the coura- 
geous civil and human rights 
struggle that he so valiantly led. 

Group 7 depicted the arrest of 
Rosa Parks, the “Mother of the 
Civil Rights Struggle, 1 ' while 
Group 5 showed how the com¬ 
munity organized door-to-door 
and block-to-block to initiale the 
world-famous Motltgomery bus 
boycott in December, 1955, 

Then, Group» 7 and 8 acted out 
the many demonstrations which 
supported the boycott through 
marching and chanting in dril!

Group 6 made sure that the

the civil and human rights 
move ment in America, 

The skits ended with a grand 
and stirring finale as the five 
School groups portrayed the 
historie M Marcb on Washington" 1 
with O CS student Slhnley Lng- 
wood ronding an excerpt from the 
memorable "I Have A Dream hh 
speech Dr r King made on that 
day, 

One other skit, though not 
directly related to Dr. King. was 
used by the youth W> speak out on 
the Supreme Court decision to 


allow corpora! punishment in 
schools — a direct weapon 
againsl Black and poor children. 

Dïspersed between the skits 
were several hilarious ' commer¬ 
cials 1 ' in which the youth made 
fun of the absurdity and lies used 
by big business to sell their 
product». 

The program, one of the most 
moving and educelional ever 
performed by the OCS sLudents. 
ended as the entire School body 
sang their own version of the hit 
recording, ht Wake Up Every- 
body" — a cal! to action which

(Seattle, Wa&h,| - Responding 
Lo inmate eries for rommunity 
support, the Seattle Chapter of 
the Black Panther Party success- 
fuüy nided in forestalling the 
violenèe of King County J ta.il 
officials here during a recent 
five-day peaceful protest against 
the unjust practices of the state 
Board of Prison Terms and 
Pamle s, 

The Jail incident bègan when, 
during a large demon stration m 
the cafeleria, an inmate froni 
"C" deck was pul intn an 
ïsolation ctdl for allegedly having 
a wcapon. A few daya later, uther- 
inmates on "G" deck refused to 
return to their cells 1 protesting 
the unjust treatment of their 
fdlow inmate, and instead skpt 
in the dayrnnm of the cellblock. 

Jusl before Lhe protest sit-in 
began, inmate Robert Clewis, 
spokes persen for the group, 
contacted the Seattle C hap ter of 
the Black Panther Party sn that 
the Black and greater Seattle 
community could be informeel of 
the inmates' grievances. 

Immediately, the news media 
was contacted and a statement 
frnm Brother Gewis was aired on 
the news. This ex posu re fore- 
sta lied aimost eertain brut al 
retaliation by King County Jail 
guards, 

The majority of the inmates in 
*”C" deck were parolees waitmg 
for hearings nn parole violations r 
Brother Gewis told the medio 
that the purpose of the demon - 
stralion was to protest the

Conlrary to Judge Josepli Sam 
Ferry's pmnounceiuent that Mrs, 
Jones "was the fairest juror'' 
sclected, her family Lies to law 
enforcement and the status quo 
rnake her siatetf "impartiality" 
suspect, 

A clerk in a local A&P 
supeimarket for many yeaTS, 
Mrs. Jones bas one son who is a 
deputy sheriff in Los Angel es. 
California, whose wife works for 
the Los Angelos Police Depart¬ 
ment. Her daughter is married to 
the personal chauffeur for the 
president of the multimillion 
dollar Botl and Ho we II Corpora¬ 
tion, 

These sa me courtroom obser- 
vers say that Mrs. Jones' aelec- 
tkm does nol lessen the charge 
made by attórney s for the plain- 
Uffs — seven former Black 
Panther Party members who 
survived the vicious assaull. and 
the Hampton and Clark families 
— that the entire jury pool, with 
15 Blacks out of a lotal of 150

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"WRONGFUL DEATH” SUIT FILED IN 
BETTY SCOTT MURDER CASE 


Children Of Slain Black W 


(Los Angelos, Calif.l - A 
multimilïion dollar “wrongful 
death suil" was formaily filed 
here on Jtmuary 20 against the 
state of California and two state 
highway patrol officers in connee- 
tion with the September 20, 1075, 
murder of Betty Scott, a 30-yesr- 
old Black wöman of Long Beach, 
California. 

The suit was announced al a 
press conference conducted by 
the Scott-Smith Committee for 
Justice at the Los Angdes Press 
Club, The Scott-Smith Committee 
is composed of Betty's family and 
other concemed people in the 
community who have demanded 
"an open, impartlal mvestiga- 
tinn" into the circumstances 
surrotinding her death. 

The suil was filed on behalf of 


Bettys four aurviving children — 
Seana Scott, seven, Tonyia Scott p

PKESSCONFERENCE 

At the press conference, Scott- 
Smith Committee apokesperson 
and chief organi^er Bob Duren, 
Betty's brother and directer of 
the Progressive cOmmunity-based 
Intercommxmal Youth Enstitute in 
Long Beaeh, laahed out at recent 
“police actions" directed against 
himself and other Committee 
members, 

In one incident deseribed by 
Rob, he and two other Committee 
members, Virginia Harris and 
Bobby Hards, were stopped by 
two Long Beach polieemen last 
December 28. The three were 
subjected to “verbal abuse, an- 
tagonistic harassment and gross 
humiliation which could have 
eaaily provoked a physical con- 
frontation,' Bob explained. Then 
the police issued Bob a “speed- 
ing 1 ' ticket, 

Criticidng the role of the slatö 
fCHP) in Betty’s deaLh, the suit 
accuses Officer Engberson of 


being "vicious, unfit and improp- 
erly trained to be given the 
responsibility of being a Jaw 
finfbreement officer or to be 
permitted to be urmed w r ith and 
usc dangeröus and dendly wea- 
pons." Continu ing, the suit m&in- 
tains that the CHF, despite its 
knowledge of Engberson's insta- 
bility, “negligently, recklessly, 
carelessly, and with a wanton 
disregard for the safety and livea 
of the public...employcd, super- 
vised, directed, controlled and 
trained.,, Engberson.’' 

FORMAL C 0 MPLAINT 

A formal complaint was lodged 
against the two officers snvotved 
and the Committee plans to 
publicly protest the incident on 
Eebruary 25, the scheduled date 
for the courl hearing in Long 
Beach on the case. 

Committee members have also 
been the victims of harassment 
and mtimidation by the racist Los 
Angeles Police Department. On 
January 15. Bob and Committee 
members Bobby Johnson, Nidu 
Day, Tyrone Thompson and two 
smal! children were stopped by 
five Los Angeles police cars. The 
polieemen approached the car 
with “guns drawm, pninting 
thrÉ‘aU?ningly.'' Bob said, and 
forced the Committee members 
and the children out of the car, 
inümidating and physically chal- 
lenging the four Black men. 

Brother Bobby Johnson w r as

Rrother John Norman , an 
active member of the Oakland 
Commun ity Learn ing Cen ter's 
Seniors Against A Fearful Envi¬ 
ronment {S.A.F.E.) Club , is 
Januory's Senior af the Montk . 

(Oakland, Calif.) * AL age 78, 
John Norman has lived a life not 
uncommun far Black people in 
this country* A resident of 
Oakland lor the past seven years, 
he has had the opportunity to 
watch Lhe growth and de volop- 
mentofthe Black Panther Party. 

Bom on November 25, 1897* in 
Thornton. Arkansas, Brother 
Norman was the yoxmgest of four, 
two sisters and two Brothers. He 
grew up in Arkansas and at- 
ttended the state ’s segregated 
schools. 

He remembers going to Capital 
Hitl School in Little Bock. ‘That's 
the onty school 1 went to that had 
a name/’ he said. ‘T went to 
other schools but they didn’t have 
names. They probably put them 
up and didn't care rnuch about 
them.” Brother Norman added, 

”1 re member very little about 
the schools 1 went to. That was 
over 50 years ago, The school in 
Little Bock, Capital Hill r was a 
big building, but Lhe ethers in the 
litt le towns we re usu&lly rooms or 
cbureh houses. They built schools 
for Whites, but not for Blacks.” 
Brother Norman pointed out. 

FAftENTS* HOME 

Remainmg in his patents 
home until he was 20 years old, 
Brother Norman look his firsl job 
as a butler in ”a private home ” 
In Lhose days, life was “up and 
down,” with the lack of money 
being among his most constant 
problems. 

Whcn he w r as in his late 
twenties, Brother Norman starled 
traveling — ll no particular place. 

1 just traveled,” he explained. 
Conti nu ing he saki, ”Every 
three or fmir months I got me a 
new pair of ovéTalls, some dark 
glosse s and hit the freight 
trains,” He visited Michigan, 
Illinois, Kansas, Tennessee, Lou- 
isLana, Mississippi, Colorado, 
and California before he moved 
here in 1969, 

For 39 years, he made his home 
in Omaha, Nebraskö, where he 
worked primurily as a cook* in 
hotels, night clubs and country 
clubs, He moved Ui Oakland, he 
said, ”ï>ecau»e someone ripped 
me off. cleaned my house {in 
Omaha) out, TV and all. I have 
relatives in California and they 
kept trying to gel me to come 

out- f ' 

Brother Norman moved to 
Oakland at the height of the 


pnlice attaeks against the Black 
Panther Party, He wasa witneasto 
one incident in which the police 
broke intn a Party office without a 
warrant and arrested several 
Party mombers, ' But they had to 
turn them loose because they 
ctidn t have a warrant, 11 he noled. 

Brother Norman is & regular 
reader of THE BLACK PAN¬ 
THER- ' L Fve been studying the 
welfare of our people for a long 
time,” he proudly statos. 

Twice married and twice dl- 
vorced, Brother Norman s onty 
chïld, a daughter, died in 1940. 
Summiug up his marital life, he 
said: “The last woman I mar ried 
didn’t know the value of a dollar. 
In Los Angelos she drank beer, 
When we got to Nehraska. she 
could drink not hing but scotch. 
But that was all right, though, I 
wasdrinkingscotch, bourbon and 
brandy, I totd her to scat before a 
mouae eaughl her,”

iSacTamento, Calif.] - A secret 
tentalive *agreement to adopt a 
proposal allowing full Lrade Union 
rights for state prison inmates 
was scrapped and abandoned last 
week when the plan was de- 
nounced by the California Cor- 
rectional Officers Assocïation

NOT ALLGW 

“We will not allow this pro¬ 
posal to be enacted," 1 said Ken 
Brmvn, spokesperson for the 
racist, riglu-wmg CCÜA. ‘Til 
just leave it at that, I don't want 
to make a lot of threats.” 

Apparently, in the face of what 
amounted to intimidation by the 
CCÜA and rejeclion by the State s 
prison wardens, the Corrections 
Department backed down. As

Brother Tyler was not even at 
school that day. He and Huey 
Smith were walking home along a 
Mississippi River levee when a 
St. Charles Parish deputy sheriff, 
V.J. Pierre, picked them up. 

Pierre drovo the youths lo the 
school where tbey were put on 
ono of the buses, Brother Tyler 
was arrested aflet the police 
searched the bus for three-and-a- 
half hours and mysteriously 
"found" a .45 caliber automatte 
pistol which had earlier. just as 


mysteriously , disappeared trom a 
police firing range. 

The only wit ness at the trial 
who testified to seeing Brother 
Tyler fire a gun was another 
Black student, Natalie Blanks. 

The court ignored a sworn 
statement by Natalie'» mother 
that she has been undér psychia¬ 
trie care for seven years, that she 
was unstablè. and lied frequent- 
ly r The young sister had drug 
charges pending a^ainst her at 
the time of Brother Tyler's arrest 
and indictment, 

A clue to the racist paranoia 
which caused Brother Tyler's 
frame-Up was Pierre 's commenl 
to Ms. Tyler when nhe utiked to 
see her son. Pierre replied 1 "My 
lillle enusin just got his brains 
hl o wed out and some mother- 
fucker’s gonna pay for it.”

Issuing in a joint statement 
were vete ra n civil rights figures: 
JulLan Bond. Georgia state sena¬ 
tor; John Lewis, execulive direc¬ 
ter of the Voter Education 
Project; Rev. Ralph Abernathy 
and Bernard Lee, president and 
vice-president, respeclïvely , of 
the Southern Christian Leader- 
ship Conference jSCLCI. 

Bond, Lewis, Abernathy and 
Lee were active figures in the civil 
rights movcments of the South in 
the 19-50». They said that if 
passed, S.R.A1 "wouid be a 
monumentat set-back to the civil 
rights ga ins of the last 20 years.'' 


SJL#1 is a rewnrking of the 
enüre IJ.S. crirrinal code that was 
ituroduced in its originai fortn 
inlo the Congress by former 
President Nixon. It is pending 
before the Senale Judiciary Com- 
mittee. lts supporters indude 
President Ford, Sonate Democra¬ 
tie leader M ike Mansfiekl, and 
Republican leader Hugh Scott.

Appeal Filed 

In Florida 
Suprème Court 


(Tampa, Fla.l - Delbert Tibbs, 
a 37-year-old Black man from 
Chicago, who is being held in 
Fiorida State Prison's death row r 
on a rapé and murder charge, 
filed an appeal reeently taefore 
the Florida Suprème Court while 
his supporters gathered in Talla- 
hassee to call for his freedom and 
discuss defen.se efforte, 

The ba^is of defense attorney 
George HowardTs argument in 
the appeal is the credibility of two 
state witnesses, induding the 
rapé victinn, du ring the original 
trial; improper and illegal photos 
taken of Brother Tibbs prior to his 
arrest, which polke used to 
êstablish his identity; forgery of 
some evidence; a genera! Jack of 
other curroborating items; and 
the question of the all-Whke jury 
which cocivicted him* the Guard¬ 
ian reports, 

Brother Tibbs was arresled in 
March, 19 74, and chargcd with 
the murder of Terry Milroy and 
the rapé of lG-year-old Cynthia 
Nadcau near the Florida town of 
Ft. Myers. (See THE BLACK 
PANTHEH, Octoberb, 1975,) 

The only two photos ever 
shown N ad eau and upön w hich 
she bösed her identification were 
two laken of Brother Tibbs by 
police in Qcala, Florida, where 
he was stopped while traveling. 

FRAMfc-CP TRIAL 

At the frame-up trial, the court 
denied the defense the chance to 
prove that the registration card 
for a Salvation Army hostel in 
QrJando, 150 miles northeast of 
Ft. Meyers, dated the day after 
the incident that was “suddenly 
found" by the state and subse- 
quently used to place Brother 
Tibbs near the site of the attack, 
was a forgery. 

The alleged murder weapon, a 
25-cahber pistol, and a blue- 
green piekup truck the attacker 
w r as supposed to have driven 
were oever found- 

Supporters of Brother Tibbs in 
Chicago and Florida have been 
conducting defense aelivities on 
his behalf and already thousands 
of naroes have been signed on 
petitions to Florida Governor 
Heuben Askew r . 

Efforts are also being made to 
expand Brother Tibbs' defense 
committee around the Florida 
area and w r age a iiationai cam- 
paign to publicixe his case, □

At the rally, a White Panther 
apokesperson pointed out that, 
“This decision is just the latest 
action by public officials to 


destroy the W r hite Panther Party 
and Lts programs." 

Attorney Caplan stressed in his 
motion that, “The purpose of bail 
is to assure the defendants' 
attendance in court when re- 
quired, whelhcr before or after 
conviction, Bail is not a means for 
punishing defendants nor for 
protecting public safety, 

The motion went on to polnt out 
to the court that, “While the 
appellante {Tom and Terry) are 
cleariy not dangerous, the fact 
that Judge (Donaldj Constine 
misconstrued the law on bail 
reveals abuse of his discretion on 
the bail question. “ 

At the rally a petition, which 
now has over 5,000 signatures, 
w r as circutaled demanding that 
public officials take cörreetive 
action around the specifk abuses 
of democratie rights which have 
occurred in this case. 

Aceording to White Panther 
Party spokespersons, the politica! 
purpose of the petition is to 
determine whether public offi¬ 
cials will continue to serve the 
interests of the rich and influ- 
ential or “willthey respond to the 
growing demands for full demo¬ 
cratie rights for all werking and 
oppressod peoplu. 11 

A White Panther Party spokes- 
person placed the case in its right 
pnliücal perspectjve by tying in 
the fact that “for over four ycars 
the White Panther Party has been 
organizing to directly meet the 
needs of the people.

Fawzy was a lighL-Ékinned 
Egyptian, Had he been daily 
exposed to the surt iike the 
peasunts of his Delta vil lage, he 
w ou ld have had the swarthy 
eompléxion commonly assneiated 
with Ar&bs. Rut hed never 
worhed on the land. He'd been 
brought to Cairo as a child to go 
to school, and, from the age of 
sixleen had worked at the sa me 
factory. He was twenty-fjve now 
and earned Iwenty-two pounds a 
month.With this be helped sup¬ 
port a widowed moLher. un 
Unmitmed sister, and an older. 
widüwed sister with two small 
children. 

Hls two interés Ls in life were 

gettihg more money anti sex. The 

elothes he wore were clean and 
»■ 

in good repair bul drab. He wore 
them as if they were an unforlu- 
natê and unneeessury restriction. 
He never sec m cd comfnrtable in 
what he had on, and nnthing, no 
matter how new, lnoked new on 
him. As he Hl his cigarette he 
asked: 'You been smoking hash- 
ish?” 

At the word bashish Su liman 
Looked up, glanced at me and said 
in English lo Fawzy, 'Would you 
like to smoke?" 

Again, a big smile lit up 
Faw/y's face and he dug into the 
wau h pocket of hls Lrousers with 
a force sufficiënt to rip the pocket 
from the trousers, He brought out 
a cellophane wrapped morse) of 
hashish. handed ït to Sulimanand 
said to me in Arabic: 

‘‘Take a whiff of thaL It's 
ca lied huri. It's as pliable as clay, 
H ought to be smoked in a gouza. 
U's u waste to smoke il in 
dgarettes. But I ' II make us a 
couplé, , Joryour friend, if it's all 
righl, 

"Why tiot. ' I replied. I got up 
and headed for the kiteben to gel 
Fawzy a brandy and nnöther beer 
for Su liman, I was disappointed 
that my conversalion with Suli- 
man had been intemipted. Bul I 


was pleased with the chance 
ccmfronlation between him and 
Fawzy. Fawzy was a salt-of-the 
earth Egyptian, city hardened 
with deep village roots. 1 had met 
him several rnonths af ter my 
arrival, du ring one of my walking 
excursions through Cairo's old 
city where he lived. His fascina- 
tion at meeting his first black 
American and my determ inat ion 
to sink mots had drawn us 
together. 

At the time I had used up the 
two hundred dollars I’d had on 
arrival and was eking out a 
meager living giving English les- 
sons white wniling for prom- 
ised jobs. Fawzy had taken a 
protective attitude ttowaid me 
which he never dropped and had 
ïnsïsled upon helping me leorn 
how lo make ends meet on the 
iittle money I had. I grew to 
dopend on Fawzy over the years 
and Fawzy benefitod us my 
forlunt.-s increased. Neither of us 
tried very hard tff lilde from the 
oiher what we each wanteil from 
the re la lionship, Consequently, il 
had deepened over tho months 
and ycEirs. imporceplibly but 
fïrmly. 

I wondered as ï ftoured Sub’ 
man's beer if he sensed the 
closenéss between Fawzy an me 
and what his reaction would be if 
he did. W ben 3 returaed to the 
silling room 1 found Fawzy seated 
at my desk preparing three 


bashish dgarettes. Su liman was 
standing over him concentratedly 
watching the process. The 
tensimi had left the room. 

OPEN TROLLEY 

Fawzy swung down nff the 
anliquated, overcrowded. open 
trolley as it approached the stop 
in front of the National Library. 
As he forged his way through the 
noisy, busy main streel of the Ard 
el S heri f qu arte r — c ob bl e -stoned, 
rutted and made dangerous by 
reek Er ss taxi drivers, daring 
pedeatrlans and a muJtitude of 
animaH and hand-powered cem- 
veyanccs of every type— he won- 
dered if Suliman wouldnT be 
wanting another apart ment. 

Most landlords ïiked havïng 
foreign ten ant s because they 
al way s paid their rent on time and 
they dldin't know the laws govern- 
ing apartments.

He knew he couidn t count on 
his brother. Mohamined, whose 
responsibilily it was as the ei der, 
Mohammed's income as a Cairo 
bus drivc?r ^vas enough to keep 
him and his childless wife of six 
years housed, fed, and dothed. 
But Mohammed had the daily 
hashish habit, the cost of which 
kept him and his wife at the brink 
of poverty. Only her careful 
planning and foresighl kepL them 
above water, The raising of 
chickens, rabbitsand pïgeons in o 
corner of the small bakony of 
their Giza apartment was her 
idea. 

Fawzy's widowed sister and 
their molher monaged al least to 
keep the hóüsehold of slx fed at 
difficult linies; she nut of her 
salary a$ a departm^nt score 
derk, and his molher bv selling 
bits of her accu mulated gold 
o r name nis shé Itopcd to use to 
eovor the cost of her burial.

My rclation&hips with women 
could be described as st range, 
depending on how you look at 
them; Varying influences helped 
ui farm my attitude —the influ- 
ence of my parents, of t’hrlstian- 
ity, of my older brothers, and, 
later, my reading and the theories 
of Richard Thorne. 

Because these influences we re 
o ft en eonlradictory, they led to 
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Huey P. Newton 
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fTTiHarcouri Brace Jovanawich 


certnin conflicts in my féèlings 
and involvements with women, 
conflicts that were nol to bt> re- 
snlved unc.il the eotnmunal Ufo of 
the Black Panther Party displaced 
problematiek 1 individu al relotion- 
ships. 

When I was very youngJ accept- 
cd the institiilïnn of marriage. As 
3 grew older and saw my fallier 
struggling ir*i toko care of a wife 
and seven chtldretn ha ving to 
\vnrk af three jobs at nnct*. I 
begati to see that the bourgeois 
family can be an imprisoning, 
enslaving, and suffocating exper- 
ïence, Even though my mother 
and fat her loved each other 
deeply and were happy together, 
1 feit that I could not survivé this 
kintl of binding commitment with 
all Lts worries and material 
insecurity, 

Among the poor, sociai 
conditions and economie hardship 
frequently change marriage into a 
troubled and fragile relalionship. 
A strong Inve between Kushand 
and wife can survive outside 
pressures, hut that is rare, 
Marriage usually becomes one 
more imprisoning experience 
withiri the genera! prison of 
society. 

1XHJBTS 

My doubts about marriage 
were reinforced when 1 met 
Richard Thorne. liis theory of 
nonposscssiveness in the love 
relationship was appealmg to me, 
The idea that one person possess 
the other, as in bourgeois mar¬ 
riage, where "she's my woman 
and he s my man, " wasunaccepi- 
ahle. It was too restrictive, too 
binding, and uitimately destruc- 
tive to the union ilself, Often it 
absorbod ail of a man r s energies 
and dïd not leave him free to 
develnp potential talents > to be 
Creative, or make a cnnlribution 
in other areas of Hfe. 

This argument —that a family 
is a burden to a man —is 
developed in Berirand Russell's 
critique of marriage and the 
family. His observations im- 
pressed me and strengthened my 
convictions about the drawbacks 
of conventional marriage. 

As a result of thinking and 
reading, I decided Lo remain 
unmarried, This is a decision 1 do 
not regrel, al though it has caused 
me pain and conflict from time to 
Urne and brought unhappiness to 
me and some of the women whom 
I have loved.

After I jnoved out of Poor Boys 
Hal! and had my own apartment, 

I was involved with several 
beautiful young women, who 
loved me very much. 1 loved them 
just as much, For a while, I 
accepted moncy and favors from 
them, bul only after l had 
explained that our relfitionship 
probably wou ld not work because 
t was unprepared to follow the old 
rood. If they wanted to be with 
me. 1 told them, they would have 
to do certaïn things, 1 never 
forced or persyaded them. As a 
matter of^faet, I said that in Iheir 
place, I would not do it at all. 

I also explained my prïnciple of 
tionpossessiveness. j believed 
that if I w r as free, so were they. 
free to be involved w r ith other 
men, I told them they could have 
any kind of relationship they 
wanted with some one else, but 
Hun we had a special ivhiLinnühip 
that couhl not be duplicated with 
any other person, no matter how 
many people we might be in¬ 
volved with at the same time. 
This meant frecdom for me, 
because 1 could have three ol four 
relationships at the same time 
without having Ho keep one secret 
from the otber, 

I w r as living alone, and we 
would al! be together at my house 
at the same time. Richard would 
bring his friends over, too. 
Together we became almost a 
cult, We spread our ideas around 
Öakland City College and Berke- 
ley bef ore group living and 
communalism became po pul ar. 1 
might even add that this was the 
oiigin of the Sexua! Freedom 
League, since Thorne went on 
from this to start that organba- 
tion The girls found our experh 
ments unusual and romantic and 
thought we were very excUing. 


The main foundation of our 
relationship was rnutual honeaty 
and the elimination of jealousy, 
Within a givert period, Richard 
and I would sleep with more than 
one woman to see if they could 
deal with this without regres si ng 
to Iheir old values, which we, in 
our wisdom, eonsidered outdated 
and bourgeois, as wcEl as mental- 
ly unhealthy. 

Al though much of this involved 
a new philosophy about the 
family, another part of it was 
exploitative. 1 w r as serious about 
our attempt to question matte rs 
through practice, but 1 also feit 
that we were taking advantage of 
women for practical reasons. 
Women paid my rent, cooked my 
food, and dïd other ihïngs for me. 
white any money 1 ca me by w r as 
mine to keep. 

Around this time I was pulling 
smalbtime armed robberies with 
some of my "crime partners," 
We hiel in the parking lots of 
expensive White clubs, and when 
the people came out, we look 
their fur wraps, w f allets, rings, 
and watches. I never wanted to do 
these things on a large scale. 

I.EISURE TIME 

What I wanted was Leisure time 
lo read and make love, My ideal 
wasto be involved with a number 
of women — and I was, I look back 
on this time as a kind of "Gtxl 
experience," when E was "free" 
Lo do anything I wanted, 

Therc was conflict, however 
because, while I was exploiting 
women, I was also fighting some 
internal values that would not let 
me alone. Per hap s these arose 
from the Christian princïples that 
had been instilled in me from 
birth, perhaps from traditional 
mores.

Reviewing the Namibian peo¬ 
ple's strugglè — under the 
militant ieadérship nf SWAPO — 
[igainst South Afriea in 1975. 
Brother Pohamba saki: 

"The present overall situatiën 
in Namibia can be deseribed as 
being whollv favorable to the 
forces of liberation. SWAPO is 
actually on the offensive on both 
politica] and military fronts/' 

Fobamha went on to explain 
that SWAPO has been abJe to 
ürgarnze the majority of lhe 
Namibian pcople to its side, 
theréby frustraling South Afriea ‘s

only 17 roimrïs before they we re 
all euL down: three killed and one 
erit ically wou tul ed. 

The incident prompted cries 
froin Protestant militants in 
Northern Ireïand and Conserva- 
tives in the British Parliament 
that the British army “clean out" 
the bandit country, just as they 
drove the IRA from Catholic-heLd 
paris of Derry in 1972. 

Six hundred additional British 
soldiers are now r on theii' way to 
South Armagh—troops pulled 
from NATO (North Atlantic Trea- 
ty Örganization) duty with the 
Army of the Rhine, and reported- 
ly, elements of the elite Special 
Air Service, Britain's version of 
the Green Berets. 

They will find themselves in 
what the Prevos have proclaimed 
a “liberated territory. 1 ' In the 
market town of Crossmaglen, a 
British garrison is supplïed by 
helicopter white the ïrish tricolor 
files defiantly from the town hall. 
The Prevos operate neighborhood 
cooperalives, deliver the mail, 
run the bus System and provide 
other vital services for the 
inhabUants. 

The Provo's South Armagh 
Brigade is one of the world's 
deadliest guerrilla units. Led by a 
12 -man commando strike arm, 
the Active Service Unit, eaeh 
battalion can mobilize hundreds 
of sympathizers info linè infantry 
cömpanies in an emergency. 

UNECOMPANIES 

The line cömpanies are armed 
with a varïety of weapons, from 
Tommy guns "aecidentally lost” 
by soldiers of the ïrish Army 
across the border to Soviet-made 
rockets and mortars smuggled 
in fmm Czechoslovakia and Lib- 
ya, British officers have com- 
plained to reporters that, because 
of defense cutbacks in Londen, 
many IRA units are much botter 
equipped than Lheir owi\ r 

By lheir own statistica, the 
British admit that the Crown 
Forces are losing about three men 
to one in combat with the IRA. In 
South Armagh, the figure is 
higher: since 1969, the army has 
suffered 200 casualties compared 
to less than 10 for the IRA The 
British put part of the blame for 
Lhe losses on lheir inability to 
stop the flow of men and arms 
across the border from the ïrish 
Repubiic. 

Last fall, the British suggested 
establishing a “buffer zone" 
complete with mine fields, be- 
tweon the 26 counties of the 
Repubiic and the six Britïsh-oc- 
cupied counties of Northern Ire- 
land The British alsn requesled 
the right to enter the Repubiic in 


"hoi pursuil of fleeing IHA 
guorrilhis. 

AUhotigh the suggestion was 
angrily rejecled by the Dublin 
go ver n ment, the cnalition govern- 
meril of Prime Minister Liam 
Cosgrave does favnr a pnlicy of 
limited conperation with the 
British agairist the IRA, 

N ev€ rt he less, p< He n L i ei I ly 

scrious incidenLs havo ulready 
taken place betw r een the ïrish 
Army and the British. One 
high-ranking officer in lhe ïrish 
Army told me his troops have 
intercepted British forces enter¬ 
ing the Repubiic on several 
occasions, Describïng the British 
as sometimes “cheeky," h# told 
me they have given the finger to 
ïrish troops, There are reports 
that more than once the two 
arm i es have faeed off with 
levellcd gons. 

On patrol with the 27th Ba ttal- 
ion of the ïrish Army on Dublin's 
side of the border, I asked the 
commander of a column of

Panhard armored cars what he 
would do if he enenu ntered 
British troops Crossing the bor¬ 
der. He said he would pnliiely ask 
them to turn back. And if they 
didn't? “We d use force t " he 
said. 

TinuL' is fiist running out for tho 

ceasefire in Northern Ireland, 
The Provos, no longer hopeful 
that the truce will produce a 
political settlement, have threat* 
ened to résumé the fighting 
unless Britafn pr<tmises a total 
withdrawal, 

The British have responded by 
once again building up lheir 
security forces. Soldier» complain 
publicly about what they consider 
unreasonable restrictions on their 
ability to fight the IRA, and pres» 
for permissions to use automat ie 
weapons fire from helicopters, 
Claymore mines and antiperson- 
nel devices, 

If the experience in South 
Armagh is any indication, the 
resumplkm of the fighting in 
Northern ïreland will be bloodier 
than ever before.il’

Several schools organize clubs 
in other counlries, such as the 
West Poinl Societies, where 
graduates ean meet and keep 
alive the friendships and atti¬ 
tudes that they acqutred during 
their stïnt in the United States.

EMPHAStS

INTEL.LlGENCE FUNCTIONS 

Intelhgence functions are cru- 
cial to counterinsurgency opera- 
tions and thus much emphasis is 
p la eed on intelhgence gathering 
and mêthodology, as well as on 
interrogatinn technïques and psy- 
chological warfare campaigns to 
"win the hearts and minds" of 
lhe people. 

The incrcased emphasis on 
intelhgence functions coincides 
with a shift from rural lo urban 
counterinsurgency, reflecting the 
upsurge En urban guerrilla war¬ 
fare. 

Military training programs are 
alsn designed to accustom foreign 
military personnel to the use of 
U.S, weapons - so that they will 
want to purchase identkal equip- 
menl when outfitting their own 
armies, 

The résulting control excrcised 
by the United States through the 
supply of spare part s and techni- 
cal training is another way of 
rendering the armed forces more 
dopendent on the United States, 

1 his procesa will be discussed 
further in the sèction on civilinn 
mercenaries.

There are three and one-half 
milüon Palestinians today; th^y 
are the descendants of the 
Palestinian poople who have lived 
on the soil of Palestine sinco time 
immemorial, Palestine has been 
hospitsible to al] religions and 
cultures; Jews, ChristiUns and 
Mosleftis have lived together in 
Palestine and contributed to ils 
wcalth and to the enrichment of 
its culture. 

Half the Palestinians today live 
within occupied Palestine. They 
are governed in aecordance with 
the notorious ' 'defense regula- 
tions" that allow the Israëli 
military authorities to arrest, 
‘ p administrativeiy dotain' 1 and 
punish any Palestinian suspected 
of resisting: the military occupa- 
tion. 

The other half live in forced 
exile irs the Arab statos, which 
havo suppor^d and aided ihem. 
More than half of the Palestinians 
are now ' ' slateless ‘' and ah have 
made it clear that tftey want to 
en tl their territoria! and national 
fragmenlation, The PLO embcrd- 
ies this wil! and commitment. 

PALESTINIAN 5TRÜGGLE 

The Palestinian struggle for 
independente and sovereignty is 
not new r . Palestinians cam- 
paigned for independence du ring 
the First World War. II will bc 
recalled that the American King- 
Crane Cemmb&ion, which was 
dispatched to Palestine at the 
request of the Paris Peace 
Conference, ascertained that the 
Palestinians sought national inde¬ 
pendence and sovereignty. Put 
Britain. which had committed 
itself through the infamous Bal- 
four Declaratinn of 1917 to 
facilitate the colonial Zionist 
sc hem o of establishiug an exclu- 
sive Jewish state in Palestine, 
crushed the Palestinian drive for 
independence then. 

Throughout the period of Brit- 
ish colonial control of Palestine, 
Palestinians struggled to free 
Palestine from the dual control of 
British imperialism and the colo- 
nialism of Zionist settlers, The 
re vol u tions of 1921. 3929, 1936, 
and 1948 were waged to oblain 
independence. a right upheld and 
eventually applied to all other 
people. 

Bul the combi ned weight of 
British imperialisin and Zionism 
depdved the Palestinians of 
attaining their legitimate right; 
instead, Palestine was to be 


to a United Nations recommenda- 
tion of 1947, with an international 
status for Jerusalem; and, in the 
course of Zionist attacks on the 
Palestinians in 1948, Zionists 
suceeeded in driving the Pa ] estin - 
lans from their homeland to live 
in forced exile. 

With Israël 's allack on the 
Arab States in 1967, Israël 
suceeeded in oecupying the rest 
of Palestine and in expelling more 
that* 500,000 additional Palestïn- 
ian$. 

Throughout the period of their 
exile and under occupation, Pal¬ 
estinians struggled: ihey did so to 
realize their rights guaranteed by 
international l&w and the United 
Nations Charter. 

IN NU M KH A BLE RESOLUT10 NS 

Since 1948, the United Nations 
has passed innumerable rcsolu- 
tions reaffirming the rights of the 
Palestinians to return Lo their 
homes and propefty. The imple- 
mentation of these resolutions 
has been impeded by the tinilat- 
eral action of the Zionists who 
intend Lü increase and consolidate 
European Jewiüh settlértients on 
Arab lends. 

Inilhuives undcrLakon by vari- 
ous powers, induding thnse of 
the United States, which were 
intendëd to facilitate the repatri- 
ation of the Palestinians and the 
restera Li on of their national sov¬ 
ereignty in Palestine, Vnel with 
the same negativo Israëli action. 

Despairing of arrivmg at a just 
settlemenl that would enable our 
people to return and to effect 
their self-determination and inde-

1965 and offered a constructive 
program and a new Vision that, 
when translated into reality, 
would assure all Palestinians — ir- 
rcspective nl faith — a peaceful 
and dignified life in Palestine. 

As a resuit of our struggle, the 
international community once 
more recognized our right to 
independence ; beginningin 1969, 
the United Nations recognized 
the colonized status of the 
Palestinian people and caJIéd 
li pon the international community 
n> assist the Palestinians in 
attaining their national rights. 

This steady international rec- 
ognition of Palestinian national 
rights cuïminated in the just 
resolution of the GcneTol Assem - 
hly in November, 1974, that 
ca lied for the independence and 
sovereignty of the Palestinian 
people in Palestine; this was 
folio wed by another resolution in

sovereignty. 

Thus the General Assem bly 
affirmed the transitionel program 
of the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
tzation, which rejéctèd all other 
Solutions to the Palestinian prob- 
lem save that of return to and 
independence in Palestine. 

It is ironie that the 'United 
States should assume the rule of 
the prïncipal antagonist to the 
aspirations of the Palestinian 
people; its representatives were 
the tÏTsi lo ascértuin the asjiira- 
tions of the Palestinians for 
independence and sovereignty in 
1919; the government of the 
United Status voted for the 
establishment of a Palestinian 
slate in 194? and in 1948 and 
annually voted for the right of the 
Palestinian to return to his home 
and property in Palestine. 

Vet for the past few years, the 
United States has unde rw ritten 
Israëli expansion and violation of 
Palestinian national rights. And 
in the Security Council it threat- 
ens to use its veto to preempt a 
resolution consonant with the 
requirements of a just peace in 
the region. In doing so. its 
i sol at ion is complete. 

The overwhelming majority of 
the international community fmd 
it natural to support thé Pulestin- 
ian aspiratïon for independence 
and sovereignty in Palestine. 

An independent sovereïgn Pal¬ 
ost inian. state would immediately 
solve the continuing pröblem of 
Palestinian dispersion, w r ould rè- 
lieve the oppression that the 
Palestinian suffers ander the 
military occupation of Israël, and 
thus would enable the Palestinian 
people to lead an independent, 
dignified. productive and peace- 
ful life. More than this, it would 
contribute to the establishment of 
permanenl peace, which has 
eluded the Middle East for over 
28 years.t

FJaine said. Wheti the war was 
over, we were out of jobs, We had 
oceupied the centers of industry. 

"They needcd us at one time, 
hut ihey doo l need us anymore. 
They wou ld 3ike for us to go away, 
but, Uüfortlmately , here we 
are, , . They want to hold on to 
the cities because they have 
everythmg locked intn the eil- 
ies. „ . They want the resources, 
but they doi/i want us, . ," 
Elalne pointed out, fSee next 
week's issue of THE BLACK 
PANTHER for the Lext of Elaine's 
speech at the Conference.) 

As ö concrete example of the 
succoss that communities can 
have in gaining control of thcir 
housing, Elaine gave a detailed 
account of the dramatic success 
the predominanily Black and poor 
people of Oakland, CeUfornia >— 
organi^ed underthe leadership of 
the Black Panther Party — 
achieved wilh a threatened law- 
suit to force the city to provide 
replacement houding for the 
housing destroyed by one of the 
city's federally funded develop- 
ments, 

THREATENEDSU1T 
The threatened suit was to 
have been filed on the basis of a 
fbderal luw which rcquires re- 
placênient on & one-toune basis 
for housing destroyed where less 
than a five per cent vacaftcy rate 
exists in the city. The applicaÜOn 
of this model for tenant action in 
the courts seemed to clearly apply 
to many of the situattons in 
Chicago where less than a three 
per cent rate now exists, 

In the area of public housing, 
Ms. Marton Stamps, director of 
the Chicago Housing Tenant 
Orgamzalion, concretely articu- 
lated the crisis developing as 
rents and costs are raiaed on 
people with fixed incomes, 

Sister Stamps noted how 
tenants are driven out of thcir 
homes and detiberately confused 
by insidlous management pro¬ 
grams used by the city to turn 
public ïow-income housing into 
private developmerUs for mïddle 
and upper-income communities. 

Cha-Cha Jimenez, gene ral 

secrelary of the Young Lords 
Organization, pointed to the long 
history of urban ren e wal in 
Chicago, moving the poor from 
"one slum to another" — dis- 
rupting communities andcreating 
racia! conflict that led to the 
formation of streel gangs as each 
community feit threatened by 
those who were being driven cnto 
its already overcrowded situatiom 
Keporting on the Conference 
Workshops, Intercommunal Sur- 


vivol Committee (ISO coördi¬ 
nator Slïm Coleman soid that 
while it was recognized that 
tenant unions must be built 
around day-to-day survival needs 
of tenants in each community and 
housing project, the Conference 
participant^ were determined to 
fight the bsttle nn a city-wide 
basis. 

The seriousness of the Confer¬ 
ence was reflected in the pro- 
posed draft of the "10 Point 
Program and Platform of the 
Tenants" Survival Coalition/' the 
partial text of which follows: 




"1. We want a full rent subsi- 
dy for all tenants eligible under 
the Section 8 of 1974 II

"8. We want tenant reeeivor- 
ship of buildings for code-delin-

"9, We want any neW public 
housing that is built to be free of 


restrictions that exdude largo 
families, . , 

'10. We want planned devel- 
opment in the city to preserve the 
majürity low-income populations 
of existing neighborhoods. . 

A finalized platform will be 
developed in Juiy on the basis of 
discussions with tenant unions 
throughout the city. In August, a 
City-Wide Convention will be 
held to launch an action cam- 
paign. 

Contributing to the high spirits 
of the Conference was the 
Saturday entertainment provided 
by the "Urban Crisis " band, 
popular community singer Kim 
Nash, the Kuumba Workshop 
and a dance team which per- 
formed lo the music of "That s 
The Way I Like It/' A fried 
chicken and roast beef dinnér w r as 
enjoyed by everyone. 

Por those who attended the 
City-Wide Tenants Conference, 
the most significant condusion 
reached w r as that while indivt- 
duals can do little Lo effectiveiy 
confront the housing crisis in 
Chicago, the creation of a slrong, 
unified tenants' movement is the 
first step in turning the tide 
against this dilemma facing Black 
and poor people throughout 
America. O
